REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account 
of the Receipt and Expenditure of the Irish Land Commission, under 
the Provisions of the “ Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881 ” '44 & 45 Viet. c. 49), 
the “Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882” (45 & 46 Viet. c. 47), the 
“ Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883” (46 & 47 Viet, 
c. 43), and the “ Purchase of Land (Ireland; Act, 1885 ” (48 & 49 Viet, 
c. 73), for the Period from 1st April 1886 to 31st March 1887; prepared 
and submitted for the Information of the House of Commons in pursuance 
of the 56th Section of the first-mentioned Act. 



1. During the period of the present Account no advances have been made to tenants 
or others under the provisions of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, in consequence of 
the greater facilities afforded to tenants for the purchase of their holdings by the Purchase 
of Land (Ireland) Act, 1885. 

2. The advances to tenants under Section 2 of the latter Act during the year 1886-87 
have been as follows : — 

Whole of purchase money - 838,880 l. 5 s. 

Three-fourths of purchase money - 36,925 l. 

In those cases where the whole purchase money has been advanced, guarantee deposits 
amounting to 164,992 l. have been retained. 

3. Under Section 5 of the same Act (1885) estates have been purchased by the Com- 
missioners for re-sale to the tenants to the value of 23,440 l. 10 s. 10 d., and during the 
same period re-sales to tenants to the value of 2,550 1. have been effected. In accordance, 
moreover, with the requirements of Section 5 of the Purchase of Land Act (Ireland), 
48 & 49 Yict. cap. 73, a further sum of 6,164 l. has been retained and transferred to 
the credit of this Account to satisfy the purpose of a guarantee deposit. 

4. The payments during the period, of the present Account to or for the benefit of land- 
lords in settlement of arrears of rent amount to 251 1. 6 s. 8 d. For the reasons stated in 
my Reports on the Accounts 1882-83, and succeeding years, I am unable to certify to the 
correctness of the payments, which it will be seen have now fallen to an almost insignificant 
amount. 

5. The examination of the deeds relating to advances to tenants and others under various 
sections of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, show that of those referred to in previous 
Reports there remained outstanding at the close of the examination of the present year’s 



Account, the following, viz. : —
